to make a bushel of corn. 


Plant foods enter the plant roots 


in solution. Unless moisture levels 
are high enough to keep an ample 
supply of plant foods In solution, 
additions of fertilizers will not -im- 
prove yields.

Organic matter decomposes rap-

Russia continues to instigate the 
Japanese Communist Party to ere- 
etc unrest in Japan and so long 
as Ruissia holds the Habomal Is- 
lands." 


The Habomal Islands are only 


5 1-2 miles from Japan, The Rus- 
sians occupied them after the Sec- 
ond World War. The Russians con- 
tend they are part of the Kurlle 
Island's, former Japanese islands 
which the Soviets occupied under 
an agreement with Western Pow- 
ers. 
' A half dozen critics hod assailed 
Yoshida. They arrested, his treaty 
decision yielded to American pres- 
sure and would bring ostracism by 
other Asian nations. 


Yoshida said his action "was in- 


tended' to expedite U. S. ratifica- 
tion of the peace treaty.1'

along. After that, their net profits 
show a drop—but not, ns much as 
many have predicted. 


The first flash flood of earning 


statements Indicates 
sales 
anc 


gross earnings wore at a record 
level In the year just ended. After 
federal, state and local tnx collec- 
tors dipped into gross 
earnings, 


however, net, profit is running be- 
hind 1950 totals In most manufac- 
turing companies, as expected. So 
far, 
profits arc lagging by only six 


tenths per cent, however. 


Also as expected, tho profit pic- 


ture — on the ba,sis of the first 
returns — is spotty. More utility 
companies, 
for 
example, 
show 


gains over 1950 than show declines. 


Oil companies are expected to fit
